It is es- 
timated that about thirty per cent 
died from scarcity of feed. 

Unable to withstand the hardships 
of a long, hard winter, and with a 
scarcity of fodder, a large number of 
horses have diéd on the prairie in the 
vicinity of Bassano during the past 
winter. Their emaciated carcasses 
dotted here and there on the prairie 
and along the roadsides tel the trag- 
ic tale of a desperate battle to main- 
tain the smoldering spark of life. 

Wandering aimlessly about the 
wind swept prairie, trying to scrape 
a meagre living from beneath a blan- 
ket of hardened, stubborn snow, the 
range horse fought a fight of tons 
odds. The grass was thin and short 
Pawing and scraping all day long, the 
horse was able to tincover barely 
enough food to keep from starving. 

With thin undernourished bodies 
many of the range horses were unable 
to withstand the rigors of the frigid 
‘weather. ‘Lying down in the cold snow 
at night, tired’ and weak after the

The haggis, let it be known, is a 
wild animal that frequents the lonely, 
sequestered places in the . highland 
glens and hills, It is ferocious to an 
extreme, and it is a great fighter. But 
its flesh is so great a delicacy that it 
is much sought after, and desperate 
chances have been taken in pursuit of 
it, as well asin trying to get away 
from it. Time and again has the stur- 
dy Highlander risen from his bed and 
gone out in the dead of night, clad 
only in kilt and shirt, bare of foot 
and armed ‘with a short dirk, thus to 
track the kingly haggis to his mative 
lair in the highland fastnesses. For 
hours will the intrepid hunter lie 
quietly on his stomach behind ® hag- 
gis-hole, awaiting the first blink of 
dawn, when the brute, with the stup- 
or of sleep still upon f, ventures out 
in search of stray mealy puddings. 

The haggis can be killed in one way 
only, Itg vulnerable point is the ten- 
der, unprotected part between its 
shoulder blades; and it is at this 
point that the crafty hunter strikes.

In addition to the haggis being a 
great table delicacy, there is a bounty 
on haggis tails of two-pence-ha’penny 
This is why the average highland Scot 
has grown so wealthy.

Alberta. ‘The plant at Raymond, 


representing an investment of a mil- 


lion and a half dollars, has now been 
operating for two years. The owners 
of this plant claim their product. to 
be equal in quality and purity to 
any sort of cane sugar. They esti- 
mate that if every person in Alberta 
used beet sugar it would require five 
factories similar to the one at a ktay- 
mond to supply the sugar needs of 
this province. 

‘The Canadian Sugar Factories Ltd. 
owners of the Raymond plant, are 
displaying an attractive exhibit at 
the Southern Alberta Products exhi- 
bition in Calgary. 

Significant abotit the industry i: 
that all the raw materials used in the 
sugar production are grown in Alber- 
ta, and the return from the business 
goes to Alberta farmers. ; 

Farmers growing beets for the fac- 
tory number 575. Their acreage ag- 
gregates 7,500, and 800 men are re- 
quired to accomplish the harvest, 
The estimated beet payroll yearly is 
$485.000, 

The factory itself produced 75,445 
one hundred pound bags of sugar in 
1925, and in 1926 increased that pro- 
duction to 97,725 one hundred pound 
bags. It has a capacity for using 
1,000 tons of beets per day, and its 
operating period is 70 days. During 
this latter period 235 men and women 
are employed. Yearly employes

A good example of a typical French-Canadian 
mpue syrup farm is the one owned by Hiram Foster, 
at Knowlton, Quebec, In this case the trees, which 
number 1,400, are tapped in mid-winter by men who 
travel the woods on snowshoes and commence the 
work; The trees are tapped at the snow line, 
which is about three or four feet from the 
cores. By fathering time the cans are high above 

ground. Large trees take two cans and small ones 
one can, while the trees are never tapped in the same

The method of tapping is to hang the cans on the 
taps and allow the sap to drip into them and all cans 
are properly protected so that no unsanitary and 
foreign substances can collect in them. The success 
of any season depends largely on the weather. The 
best seaSons are those when there are night frosts 
with snow still on the ground which thaws during 
the day. 

The maple trees attain a circumference in some 
cases of ten to twelve feet. The method when the 
sap is athered is to bring it to a shack in the woods 
and boil it until all the water evaporates and pure 
maple syrup is left. 

The maple woods in the Eastern Townships section 
of the province are a beautiful sight at maple sugar- 
ing time. Citizens of Montreal take the opportunit 
yearly to go. out into the woods and eat the fres' 
made sugar. On these sugaring parties members fill 
cans with fresh snow. On top of the snow they place 
the boiling maple sugar. When the sugar cools they 
have a most exquisite delicacy, 

The industry is still in its infant stage. When 
the Canadian government finally makes it a penal 
offence all over the Dominion to adulterate maple 
sugar, thus protecting the farmer, thousands of acres 
will be brought into profitable exploitation and mil- 
lions of dollars will accrue to the farmer. Once any- 
one has tasted the pure sugar, and especially on t 
spot of its production, a lifetime habit is formed that 
is unlikely ever to be broken,
